STOLEN IN ATHENS | 
RECOVERED IN U N 


After 15-Year Search, Mastert- 
piece 3000 Years Old Is Taken 
From Baltimore Greek. 


BALTIMORE, July 22.—A® piece of 


about 5 years of age, stolen from the 
National Museum~ at Athens 15 years 
ago, and said to be of priceless value 
and 3000 years old, was recovered by 
the Baltimore police today. 
The figure was dug up in the cellar of 
Charles Nemphos, a Greek confectioner 
at Hampden, a suburb. 
Search for the bust was instituted 
here yesterday, following a visit of Dr. 
Alexandre Vouros, the Greek charge at 
Washington. Dr. Vouros unfolded to 
United States District Attorney John 
Philip Hill the story of the disappear- 
ance of this gem of Grecian art, of the 
efforts of European governments to re- 
cover it for the past decade and of 
clews involving a Baltimore Greek. A 
search warrant was issued and the bust 
was found. 

Subjected to “Third Degree.” 

It was only after Nemphos had been 
subjected to a “third degree” quizzing 
by the detective ldsting all night that 
he finally broke down and pointed out 
the spot where the bust was buried. 

Under his direction the officers un- 
earthed the head of the figure, broken

Beautiful Margaretta Hitner of 
PottstownysPa., Drinks Acid 
in New York Hotel.

NEW .YORK, July 22.—Miss Marga- 


retta Hitner of Pottstown, Pa., a young 
woman of remarkable beauty, ended her 
life some time Saturday night or yes- 
terday morning at Hotel Martha Wash- 
ington under unusual circumstances. 
According to the investigation of Cor- 
oner Feinberg, Miss Hitner believed that 
her dead mother had summoned her 
She surrounded herself with photographs 
of her mother and when discovered was 
seemingly asleep. 

An empty bottle in the bathroom and 
marks about her lips and fingers, how- 
ever, told plainly that carbolic acid had 
caused death. 

*“‘Miss Hitner’s strange belief that her 
mother was calling her,’ said Coroner 
Feinberg, “lifts her suicide beyond the 
ordinary kind. 

“Prof, Sigmand Freud of Vienna, who 
has a. profound knowledge of neuro- 
pathic states, says that the most ex- 
traordinary reason for suicide is this 
idea that it is some other person sug- 
gesting that they die. He calis it 
psycho-analysis.,”’ 

Miss Hitner, who was 27 years old, 
arrived at the Martha Washington Sun- 
day afternoon. She had been with + 
brother, George W. Hitner, at Hast- 
ings-on-the-Hudson. Yesterday the 
brother visited the hotel and she was 
found dead. 

“My sister had been very melancholy 
ever since mother died, last March,” 
her brother said. ‘‘We thought a change 
from home surroundings in Pottstown 
would prove beneficial, so she was in- 
vited to spend the summer at Hastings. 

“She failed to find new interests up 
there, however, and would continually 
worry because she was separated from 
mother.”

Hay Beneath Them Spreads.

PLACE ~ NOT PROTECTED 


Farmers Attracted From. Afar by 
Screams Are Unable to 
Give Assistance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Miss., July 22.—Thirty-five 
convicts, sleeping on the second floor of 
@ wooden cage at the Oakley convict 
farm, 20 miles southwest of Jackson, 
were burned to death shortly before 
last midnight. All the victims were 
negroes. This afternoon the charred 
bodies will be buried in the prison grave- 
yard. 

The fire started on the first floor at 
the stairway landing, cutting off the 
only avenue of escape. The structure 
was of wood, built 10 years ago with 
lumber taken from the old penitentiary 
building in Jackson, and burned with 
astonishing rapidity. The convict farm 
is not equipped with any form of fire 
protection. Two night watchmen are 
employed at the place, but neither saw 
the fire until the flames burst through 
the windows of the first floor. 

The screams of suffering prisoners 
could be heard a great distance and 
farmers hurried to the scene, but were 
unable to give assistance. The lower 
floor of the cage was used as a store 
building, a quantity of hay, corn and 
molasses being in storage. The hay un- 
doubtedly cause: the fire to spread. 

‘The Oakley farm is in charge of 
Sergt. 8. T. Byrd. The prison is also 
at that place, but the convicts who 
lost their lives were not members of 
the hospital squad, all of them being 
employed in the cotton fields, 


PIONEER OF SALVATION 
ARMY IN U. S. DIES 


George Rialton Came to America 
in 1880 With Company of 
Seven English Girls. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Commis- 
sioner George Scott Railton, pioneer 
for the Salvation Army in the United 
States, France and Germany, dled in 
Cologne, Germany. He traveled all 
over the world, preaching and writ- 
ing, his service having begun as Gen. 
William Booth's secretary when the 
movement was known as “The Chris- 
tian Mission.” He was largely re- 
sponsible for the change to the pres- 

ent name. 

Gen, Railton arrived in New York 
in 1880. His command consisted of 
seven English girls. In spite of ridi- 
cule and open hostility, the little 
company knelt on the flagstones in 
Castle Garden and “took possession 
of America in the name of God and 
the Salvation Army.” New York po- 
lice denied the company the right to 
hold open-air meetings. No church 
would open its doors, nor was any 
public hall obtainable. Harry Hill, 
who had a mixed show in Houston 
street, on which the virtuous 
frowned, gave the Salvationists their 
first welcome. 

“T will sandwich you in between 
some other sketches,” Hill said, “and 
we will make a go of it all right.” 

Commissioner Railton and his En- 
glish girls went to Harry Hill's, 
where, between acts,-the commission- 
er addressed the habitues of that re- 
sort and the girls sang army songs. 
In his travels Commissioner Railton 
always liked to associate with the 
humblest.

Majority of Senate Said to Favor 
Proposed Protectorate Over 
Nicaragua. 


HONDURAS WANTS IT, TOO 


Stone Would Apply Scheme to 
Mexican—Borah Terms It 


Aggrandizement. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—President 
Wilson has approved Secretary of 
State Bryan’s plan of action in Nica- 
ragua, which Bryan presented to the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions just before he left Washington 


Saturday. 
Not only does President Wilson 


give the plan to establish a protec- 
torate over Nicaragua his O. K., but 
says that if any of the other nations 
of Central America want the same 
kind of a treaty they may have it on 
application. 

President Wilson does not intend 
making the Nicaraguan treaty a 
general policy and force it upon the 
nations of Central America. He de- 
nied that either Honduras or Salva- 
dor had been considered in the fram- 
ing of the amended “dollar diplo- 
macy” treaty. It is known that Hon- 
duras will ask that a similar protec- 
torate be exercised by the United 
States over that country. 

The Administration, in discussing 
the Nicaraguan treaty, declared the 
difference between the amended treaty 
and the one submitted by the late 
administration is that the former 
was negotiated to exploit special 
privileges and American interests, 
and that the Bryan treaty is based 
solely on friendship and a desire to 
help Nicaragua. 

Nicaragua Likes Pian. 


At the State Department it was said 
that while Nicaragua did not make for- 
mal application for such a treaty, her 
representatives here agreed to it when 
it was suggested to them. Dr. Sastrillo, 
former Minister from Nicaragua, first 
took the matter up with Secretary Bry- 
an. After Dr. Castrillo was appointed 
general fiscal agent for Nicaragua, with 
power to arrange for a loan or obtain 
money in a different manner, Gen. Cha- 
morra, the present Minister, took up the 
negotiations. He was assisted by the 
retiring Minister. — 

A majority of the Senate is swinging 
around to the support of the plan. 

It generally was admitted that the 


protectorate system must be somewhat 


modified beféte applicable to Nicaragua. 

Senator Lodge, « member of the Com- 
mittee on Fore Relations, said: ‘I 
am cordially in favor of the policy em- 
bodied in the Nicaraguan treaty, az 
submitted by Mr. Bryan with the ap- 
proval of the President. 

“If we are going to maintain the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, as we always have and 
shall, it is necessary that we should 
see that order is maintained inthe re- 
publics bordering on the Carribean Sea, 
so that not only our own citizens and 
interests, but the citizens and interests 
of other countries, may be protected. 

‘“‘We say to all the world, in the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, that it must not colonize 
or take land on the American continent, 


and, in practice, that they must not in- 


terfere with American affairs. We can- 
not take this position unless we are pre- 
pared to say to all the world that we 
will see to it that the rights of citizens 
or subjects are protected in the coun- 
tries affected by the Monroe Doctrine. 


Lodge Calls Plan Wise, Sound, 


“In this particular case Nicaragua is 
desirous of establishing with us the same 
relation we have with Cuba. I welcome 
the opportunity. The policy originated 
by President Roosevelt in Santo Domin- 
go has had the best of results. This is 
a wide extension of that policy, and, in 
my opinion, is equally wise and sound.” 

Senator Stone will support Bryan’s 
new policy and will urge the adoption 
by the United States of a similar rela- 
tion with Mexico. The Missouri Senator 
believes this country should act as the 
policeman of the North American conti- 
nent. He added. “It seems that Nica- 
ragua is willing to cede to the United 
States an important naval base that

Curie’s work 
will be devoted to the preparation of 
radium. 


For various reasons, Mme. Curie is 
Slad to return to Warsaw to live. First, 
‘she is a native of Warsaw, her father 
having been a famous scientist. After 
his death she was compelled to leave 
Poland on account of political intrigues. 
She went to Paris, where her wonderful 
work is well known. Secondly, Mme. 
Curie is undoubtedly glad to leave Paris 
because of the gossip and the court

FIVE—Cn Jan. 27, 1913, in the 
United States District Court at Dallas, 
District Attorney Atwell, instructed by 
Attorney-General Wickersham, in an- 
nouncing that service of the court’s war- 
rants of arrest had not been obtained 
upon Archbold, Folger and Teagle, said 
that the action had been stayed by the 
order of the Attorney-General. He asked 
for a continuance of the cases, and is- 
suance of alias caplases for Folger, 
Archbold and Teagle. In entering the 
order desired, Judge Meek.said: 

“These persons have been indicted by 
a duly .constituted grand jury of the 
court, and are charged with a violation 
of the criminal provisions of the Sher- 
man act. The indictment is now pend- 
ing against them on’ the docket of this 
court. They are called to respond to 
the charges made against them at the 
bar of this court. 

“From observatidn of and experience 
with thé executive department for some 
15 years, I have all confidence in the in- 
tegrity of its attitude as to the enforce- 
ment of the criminal law-and the pros- 
ecution of those charged with crime. I 
have no doubt it is moved by its con- 
ception of the law and duty, but I 45 
not understand ite attitude in withhold- 
ing the arm of the law in this prosecu- 
tion.” _ :

LONDON, July .22.—The 
French detective, Inspector Leoni, who 
arrived from Paris yesterday, has been 
in consultation with Chief Detective In- 


‘| spector Ward and other Scotland Yard 


officers, in an attempt to solve the mys- 
tery of the $650,000 pearl necklace, al- 
leged to have been stolen from the rég- 
istered mall between Paris and London 
last week. 

Inspector Leoni gave the Post-Dis- 
patch an interesting interview. today. 
Introduced to the correspondent by a 
mutual friend, the smart little Frenct- 
man explained the method on whicn 
he is working. 

“We are engaged in reconstructing 
the movements of the precioux box dur- 
ing every moment of its voyage from 
Mr. Salamans in Paris to Mr. Mayer 
in London,” said the Inspector. 

“T am not one of those men who put 
their fingers to their foreheads and, 
thinking hard, say suddenlr: ‘Ah, it is 
there or there we must investigate.’ No: 
when we have finished we shall have a 
map with Paris in one corner and Lon- 
don in the opposite corner, and on a 
ling between, every point where the 
jewels might have disappeared will be 
marked with a red cross bearing the 
word ‘Possible’ or ‘Impossible.’ Then 
we shall have perhaps six or seven pos- 
sibles, and these we shall again investi- 
gate until we shall have one or two 
places where the jewels must have dis- 
appeared. 

“One great difficulty in this case is 
that there is only one box, which both 
Paris and London police wish to have 
to aid them in. investigations.”’ 

Inspector Leoni said he thought the 
pearls would be recovered, but it is im- 
possible to say when. He thinks the 
reconstruction will be finished by the 
end of the week, but it will necessa-- 
fly take some time, there being four in- 
quiries on: foot—from the English and 
the French police and from the posi- 
office of both countries.

~ MENACE FIREMEN 


Building of St. Louis Surfacer and 
Paint Co. Withstands Series 
of Explosions. 


A spectacular fire In a four-story 
Paint fattory at Wainut and Com- 
mercial streets, which started about 
12:15 a. m. Tuesday, wee surrounded 
with so many elements of danger that 
the Fire Department had great dif- 
ficulty in combating it.

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MEXICANS WINNING ORDERED FREEDOM. 

President Wilson’s announcement that he -will 
not under any circumstances recognize the Huerta 
Government in Mexico is based on two sound 
reasons. First, the murderous method by which 
Huerta rose to power; second, the fact that Huerta 
is certain, if left to his fate, soon to be beaten 
down by the constitutional party, led by .Gov. 
Carranza. 

The constitutionalists represent, more clearly 
and definitely even that did the Maderists, who 
overthrew Diaz, the Mexican people’s, determina- 
tion to obtain freedom under a government of 
laws. They now prevail in all but two of the 
Mexican states and are gaining ground steadily. 
Armed intervention by American troops is not 
to be thought of, except as a last resort. If the 

vernment at Washington thinks it necessary to 
me any action on the Mexican situation at this 
time, it should grant recognition to the consti- 
tutionalists as belligerents, thus enabling them the 
‘more easily to obtain war munitions; needed to 
make a speedy ending of the Huerta regime. 
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Col. Diaz’s acceptance of the mission to Japan 
shows him a true néphew of. his astute uncle. If 
Huerta is to be overthrown in the next two or 
three weeks, Tokio will be a good deal safer place 
for the Diaz family than Mexico City. 
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ANOTHER APPROACH PROBLEM. 
Is it wise to add $750,000 to the bridge bond 
issue for the purpose of netpstotaied a southern west 
side approach? 
The Municipal Assembly should give thought- 
ful consideration to this question before voting 
on the bill providing for & bond election. 
Bond proposals for $2,750,C00 to complete the 
bridge have been defeated twice. Differences of 
opinion with regard to the east side approach 
contributed to these defeats which have seta dered 
the completion of the bridge. 
The provision of an additional sum for an- 
other approach to accommodate the Manufactur- 
ers and the Iron Mountain railroads may cause 
another disastrous controversy. The mere in- 
‘crease of the sum may drive away voters who 
would support a bond issue for the one necessary 
appraach. 
In. questioning the setatonn of the addition the 
Post-Dispatch does not want to discourage liber- 
ality towards railroads seeking: facilities nor in 
particular the largest possible use of the bridge 
by railroads. Connection with the bridge should 
be made easy and convenient.. Libéral provision 
should be made for railroads requiring separate 
approaches.

ALAD jellies are not only dainty 
to serve, both as a salad and for 
decorating salads, but are much 
to be desired from an economic 

standpoint. They furnish an excellent 
and attracttve way to utilize all sorts of 
leftovers that otherwise would be thrown 
aside. 

They may also be made by thickening 
the water in which vegetebles have been 
boiled, using only the water if a clear 
jelly is preferred. If the water is not 
clear it may be made so with white of 
eggs, the same as soup stock, then 
strained through a muslin cloth and 
molded in individual forms, or into a 
block which oan be sliced. Another way 
is to mold it in the form of a circle, 
with a chopped salad mixture in the cen- 
ter, covered with mayonnaise dressing. 
Remember when slicing these salads to 
usé a warm knife. 


OR tomato salads the pulp is util- 

ized, after sifting to get rid of 
seeds. The water contains many of- the 
potash salts and should be saved to mix 


with a bay leaf,.a couple of cloves, some 
salt and cayenne pepper. Boil 0 min- 
utes, strain and add half a box of gela- 
tine soaked in cold water, pour into a 
wet mold and chill. Serve on crisp let- 
tuce leaves, dot over with mayonnaise 
and garnish with sliced hard-boiled 


eggs. 
A SPIC jelly is either served alone 

or over other mixtures, Take three 
large tablespoontfuls of powdered gela- 
tin, half a teaspoonful of salt, one 
small carrot, onion and turnip, two 
sticks of celery, several sprigs of pare- 
ley and chervil, the rind and juice of a 
lemon, @ bay leaf, a blade of Mace, 4 
dozen white peppers, the Whites and 
shells of two eggs, three cuptuls of 
cold water, and a gill of mixéd vinegar.

“To some extent, this lack of rainfall 
is troubling the cotton farmers of the 
Southwestern section; but spring wheat 
has progressed under favoraDle condi- 
tions.

‘London bought pretty freely at the

“This assurance was probably wel- 
come to financial Europe, which, whilg 
econtemplat ng this whole amaz- 
ing after-chapter of 4 success- 
f ul war, has been tempted at times 
to imagine that Germany, or the Triple 
Alliance as a whole, was directly fo- 
menting trouble among the victors, with 
a view to reinstating Turkey in some- 
thing of her former prestige. 

“Nothing worthy of note ogcurred on 
the foreign money markets, but ihe dis- 
count market here show ed some further 
symptoms of relaxation.’
